NEWS OR NOT 


A Profit? No, Thank You 


The events leading up to the new record 
price for an American yearling (at Sara- 
toga on August 13) were a combination 
of fortuitous timing, good horsemanship, 
and brave business. 


Taylor Hardin, who left aside his Ph. 
D. degree in English literature to settle 
down at Newstead Farm in Virginia and 
beceme a farmer and horseman, went to 
Ireland and England last December in 
search of weanlings to be resold as year- 
lings at Saratoga. He had looked at 
“400 foals,” and was getting a_ little 
discouraged when he heard, through the 
omnipresent Tim Vigors, that the Duke 
of Devonshire just had put on the market 
a Hyperion colt out of the high-class 
young race mare Deodora, half-sister to 
*My Babu and Sayani. 


The present Duke of Devonshire has 
only a few mares, quartered at a New- 
market stud. When Vigors and Hardin 
asked for a price, the figure given was 
accepted at once. (They did not reveal 
what the price was. but after the colt had 
sold for $87,000 a lot of people were tell- 
ing one another that it was $18,000. They 
may have got this information from the 
horse, which discussed the subject about 
as much as Vigors and Hardin did.) 


About the same time Hardin bought 
privately from John G. O. Miller the 
Tehran colt out of the only daughter of 
*Tulyar’s dam. This one brought $29,000. 

Miller. among the visitors at Saratoga, 
recalled that he had bought Andromeda 
almost at the same time *Tulyar was 
winning for the second time. 

The 2 colts were shipped to Newstead 
Farm in January and given a “perfect” 
preparation for the sales. The gray son 
of Hyperion was a beauty. He was pulled 
out for inspection so many times that any- 
one would have forgiven him for looking 
a little haggard by the time he reached the 
sales ring—but he still looked fresh. 


There were perhaps a dozen persons 
trying to get in bids as George Swine- 
broad chanted his way up past the $50.- 
000 mark. At this point trainer John Gaver 
turned to Mrs. C. S. Payson, co-owner of 
Greentree Stud, and said, “That’s all of 
your money I’m going to spend.” Mrs. 
Payson took it from there, carrying on to 
about $63,000 against Mrs. Mary Eliza- 
beth Lunn and Preston M. Burch. The 
Brookmeade trainer kept rounding out 
the figures to multiples of $5,000, and each 
time “Liz” raised it by a thousand, as 
casually as if she were playing in a 
quarter-limit poker game. Burch finally 
His $86,000 
offer equaled the American record set at 


Keeneland 2 years ago, but Mrs. Lune 
topped it at once. 

Mrs. Lunn had been the last person to 
inspect the colt before the sales. It had 
begun raining, and Hardin was reluctant 
to have the gray beauty led out again. 
“Youre not going to buy him, anyway,” 
he said. Mrs. Lunn spent less than a 
minute in her inspection. 

In California, Virginia, Europe, and 
elsewhere Mrs. Lunn is the owner of 
something like 300 Thoroughbreds. Asked 
if The Blood-Horse could report how 
many horses she owned, she said, “No, you 
cannot. But you can say that about half 
of them are for sale.” 

Preston Burch sat next to Brookmeade 
Stable’s owner, Mrs. Dodge Sloane, and 
conferred with her frequently as_ the 
bidding went above $70,000. But after the 
auction he said that he was bidding for 
a syndicate, not for Brookmeade. 

Among the half-dozen or so who tried 
to get into the bidding was Maj. Cyril 
Hall, manager of the Aga Khan’s studs, 
who had arrived a few hours before the 
auction. He was “interested up to a 
certain point,” but that point, whatever it 
was, was soon passed. H. H. (Doc) 
Mundy, of Oklahoma, was quite ignored 
when he tried to offer $60,000. 

Taylor Hardin, who had realized that 
the Hyperion colt might bring an enor- 
mous price if nothing happened to him. 
thought his worries were over when the 
hammer fell, but they were not quite 
ended. After the sale Mrs. Lunn asked 
him to take the colt back to Newstead 
Farm.at Upperville, Va. 

“Look, Liz, you’ve got your own farm 
about 2 miles from mine; why don’t you 
send him there?” said Hardin. But the 
colt went to Newstead. 

On the last night of the sales Mrs. Lunn 
said to the man from The Blood-Horse, 
“T’ve been offered $100,000 for the Hyper- 
ion colt; would you like to touch my 
hand?” 

“Why in the devil didn’t you sell him?” 

“Do you think I’m crazy?” 

“Yes, twice.” 

Mary Elizabeth Altemus Whitney Per- 
son Lunn isn’t crazy, of course—she knows 
more about horses than most of the people 
who own them—but she had been bidding 
in a market that was “crazy” enough to 
ignore some of the basic probabilities of 
yearling buying. Saratoga’s buyers were 
interested in horses, not in probabilities or 
profits. On the first night of the sale Ray 
Bell bought a Your Host colt at $8,200 for 
the account of Louis B. Mayer. The next 
day he was offered $20,000 for the colt. 
Mayer did not even consider selling. In 
August of 1956 it was easy enough to make 
a profit, but a good horse was hard to 
come by.

CALIFORNIA 


The Bigger One 


Det Mar. A big, good-looking filly 
which was foaled only about 40 miles 
north of the Del Mar track, along busy 
Highway 101, accounted for the sixth run- 
ning of the $32,230 Debutante Stakes. 

Running as though she had trained by 
racing against some of the traffic that 
roars by J. J. Elmore’s ranch in San Cle- 
mente, Blue Vic covered the 6 furlongs in 
a rapid 1:0944 to whip Mr. and Mrs. 
George Lewis’ Darling Adelle a length 
and a half at the wire. Two-year-old fillies 
don’t run much faster. 

Both California and Kentucky shared 
in Blue Vic’s impressive triumph. The bay 
filly is from the first crop of All Blue, 
an example of Calumet Farm’s finest 
breeding. All Blue is a son of the famous 
Bull Lea, and he is out of Blue Delight, 
dam of Real Delight, Bubbley, and Turk’s 
Delight. 

During his racing career, All Blue won 
the 1951 San Antonio Handicap at Santa 
Anita in the devil red and blue silks. He 
was retired to stud at Elmore’s place in 
California because Calumet Farm already 
had a concentration of Bull Lea blood in 
Kentucky. 

Although Blue Vic is All Blue’s first 
stakes winner, he has come up with other 
good runners in his first crop, and it goes 
without saying that All Blue has made a 
home for himself in California. On his 
showing this year, he already looks like a 
success. 

From the start the Debutante was strict- 
ly a 2-horse race. Darling Adelle, a tiny 
filly, came out of the gate on top and 
opened a lead of one length down the 
backstretch. Jockey Rogelio Trejos, riding 
Blue Vic, later said he could have taken 
control any time he wanted, but waited 
until the turn to make his big bid. 

When he let Blue Vic go, she moved up 
steadily—it wasn’t really a rush—and 
mid-way around the bend she was only 
half a length away. On the rail was 
Darling Adelle, and towering over her on 
the outside was Blue Vic. 

But there was a lot more to be settled 


than just the size of the fillies. A furlong 
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from the wire, Blue Vic took the lead. 
But Darling Adelle was not beaten yet. 
She dug in gamely under Johnny Long- 
den’s hard riding, and came on to shove 
her nose to the front again. That was her 
last stand, because in the final sixteenth 
Blue Vic was back on top and this time 
there was no denying her. She was 
drawing away at the wire. 

Market Basket, owned by Mrs. Connie 
Ring, was third in the West’s richest race 
of the season for 2-year-old fillies. Net to 
the winner was $25,420. 

Aside from proving Blue Vic’s class, the 
Debutante was a perfect illustration that 
it’s the horse, rather than the jockey, 
which counts most in racing, a fact that 
is sometimes overlooked these days. 

Early in the week, trainer Reggie Cornell 
had Ralph Neves engaged to ride Blue 
Vic in the stakes. Neves drew a 5-day 
suspension, so Cornell switched to Don 
Lewis. who promptly was grounded for 5 
days by stewards. Frantic by this time, 
Cornell picked Trejos for the job, only 
to have him sprain an ankle in a softball 
game 2 days before the Debutante. Trejos 
recovered his health in time to ride Blue 
Vic, and certainly no one could have done 
a better job.

Some time ago this reporter wrote an 
article (issue of April 28, page 969) on 
the new safety helmets John Alessio, 
executive director of Caliente, designed for 
jockeys after LeRoy Nelson died of head 
injuries suffered in a spill at the border 
track.

Santa Anita's Stakes 


A program of 33 stakes, with an added 
value of $1,095,000, has been set for the 
1956-57 Santa Anita Park meeting, which 
will open on December 26. Last year the 
track’s 32 stakes were worth $1,055,000. 

Heading the program again are 4 $100,-

favorite. She finished fourth, and the distribution 
of the huge sum of losing bets in the show pool 
resulted in higher pay-offs than in the place betting 
on each of the first 2 horses. 


Leallah, starting less quickly than usual, was 
in second place, about 3 lengths behind Little One 
S., at the end of the first quarter with Romanita a 
half-length back and Splendored 2 lengths farther 
away. In the next quarter Leallah succeeded to 
the lead as Little One S. tired, then yielded to 
better mudders. Splendored moved up in the final 
yards to beat Romanita by a head. 

Brilliancy, the dam of Splendored, was a wean- 
ling when she was bought by Mrs. John D. Hertz 
for $10,200 at the dispersal of Marshall Field’s 
horses in 1945.

In her last start 
before the Princess Pat she won a 514-furlong 
allowance race by a head.

Nearctic made his first U. S. start in the Flash 
Stakes on August 6 at Saratoga. Off his record 
of 5 easy wins in Canada, the bettors made him a 
2-1 favorite. Close up for 4 furlongs, he slowed 
down in the stretch and finished eighth, apparently 
favoring his sore shins. A week later he was 
back to try for the Saratoga Special, for which 
he was fourth choice behind *Thin Ice, Four 
Fathoms, and Clem. 

Showing excessive early speed on the muddy 
track, Nearctic was 3 lengths in front after run- 
ning the first quarter in :22%. He increased his 
margin to 7 lengths in the next quarter, resisting 
his rider’s efforts at restraint, then ran wide into 
the stretch and had difficulty standing off Clem’s 
challenge. The jockey’s failure to rate the win- 
ner’s speed may have been the result of soreness: 
the colt’s troublesome teeth had been treated at 
Saratoga. The winner paid $12.80. 


E. P. Taylor, Canada’s leading breeder and 
owner, bought *Lady Angela, Nearctic’s dam, for 
10,500 guineas ($30,870) at Newmarket on Decem- 
ber 3, 1952. The mare was in foal to Nearco, and 
Taylor left her in England to be bred to Nearco 
again. In the fall of 1953, he brought *Lady 
Angela to his Windfields Farms, Willowdale, Ont., 
where Nearctic was foaled February 11, 1954. 

In Canada Nearctic had won a maiden race, 2 
allowance races, and the Clarendon and Victoria 
Stakes.

The filly won 
3 of 16 starts for Resseguet at 2 and finished third 
in the Miss America Stakes. Early last year she 
was sold to Mr. and Mrs. A. P. Richards, her 
present owners. 

The Rose Leaves was Sweet Josie’s first stakes 
placing since the Miss America, but she has been 
a consistent allowance winner each of the last 2 
years. In 3 seasons she has started 59 times, won 
12 races, earned $43,741. 

Sweet Josie is the first stakes winner this year 
for Easy Mon, which stands at A. B. Karsner’s 
farm, Lexington. Crip, the dam, was unraced, 
and has produced 2 other winners. The second 
dam, Sun Daughter, had 3 other foals, all winners.

came into the ring at Saratoga on the 
evening of August 15, and auctioneer 
George Swinebroad announced an _ open- 
ing bid of $1.000. The bid might have 
been “taken from a post.” in the parlance 
of the sales ring, where such short-cuts for 
the sake of speed are not uncommon. 
There was. at any rate. no other bid for 
- about a minute. Swinebroad stopped his 
chant, which was running on into futility. 
and scolded: 

“My goodness. folks. if you don’t do 
better than this. the breeders are going 
to take “em and drown “em like a bunch of 
kittens. Now let’s wake up. And I’m 
offered only one thousand dollahs.” 

There was a raise of $100. and the $1.- 
100 selling price was the low point of a 
market in which there was no other men- 
tion of equine infanticide. Mrs. Richard 
Lunn already had paid a record American 
price of $87,000 for Mr. and Mrs. Taylor 
Hardin’s English-bred Hyperion—Deodora 
colt. When the totals were gathered at 
the end of the 5 nights of sales Saratoga 
had some other records. The Friday 
night average of $16.285 was the highest 
in the 40-year history of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company's yearling auctions at the New 
York resort: the over-all average of $10.- 
132 for the 5 sessions was the highest ever 
at Saratoga. and it was the first time the 
Saratoga average had exceeded that of the 
Keeneland summer sales. 

The results. if left unqualified. appeared 
to be in direct contrast to the earlier sale 
’ in Kentucky. Keeneland had dropped 11.4 
per cent below its record $11,167 average 
of 1955; at Saratoga the $9.374 record 
average of 1955 was bettered by 8.1 per 
cent. The 219 yearlings brought $2.219.- 
000. average $10.132. 

The Blood-Horse, in summarizing the 
results at Keeneland, attributed the lower 
prices not to a lower market or a less 
attractive catalogue but to an unexplain- 
able difference in the yearlings, which 
appeared—to the buyers, at least—less 
promising individuals than usually are 
found in this selective auction series.

The conclusion regarding the market at 
Keeneland was reinforced by the bidding 
at Saratoga. The catalogue there was no 
stronger than usual, and certainly no 
stronger than Keeneland’s. - But the pro- 
portion of strong, well made. well grown 
individuals was somewhat higher. accord- 
ing to the judgment of buyers who attend- 
ed both sales. 

It was impossible to provide a quick 
explanation for such a phenomenon, but 
its existence was questioned by none of 
the observers except a few Keeneland con- 
signors who watched the soaring prices 
at Saratoga and concluded. as auctioneer 
William Easton had done 60 years earlier, 
that the highest prices were still to be 
obtained by taking the product to the 
buyer. 

The Saratoga market still appears high- 
er. on a horse-for-horse basis. than that at 
Keeneland. but in 1956 this constant 
factor was reinforced by something else. 
Saratoga either offered a higher proportion 
of good individuals or got the psychological 
benefit of frustrated money unspent at 
Keeneland. 

Of the 219 yearlings sold at Saratoga. 
88. or 40.2 per cent. were fillies; this 
was nearer normal than the 37.6 per cent 
fillies in the 1955 sale. but well below the 
46 per cent at Keeneland this year. The 
131 colts averaged $12.164, or 16 per cent 
higher than in 1955. The $7,108 average

for fillies was 5.6 per cent lower than last 
year. The 1956 Keeneland average for 
fillies was $7.920, a drop of 6.6 per cent 
from 1955. 

The combined totals for Keeneland and 
Saratoga were 569 head and $5,681,000. 
The $9.984 average was 4.4 per cent lower 
than that of the 2 sales series last year. 

The strength of the Saratoga market, 
as indicated by a tally of the prices, was 
in the upper ranges—another item of 
evidence to fortify the conclusion that the 
proportion of good individuals was higher 
than at Keeneland. A minimum price of 
$25.000 was required to buy one of the 
top 10 per cent as compared with a 
minimum of $20.000 in 1954 and 1955. 
The bottom 10 per cent, on the other hand, 
could have been bought at a maximum 
price which was $800 lower than last 
year. A total of 31 yearlings reached $20.- 
000 in the bidding, and 6 of these were 
sold at $40.000 or higher. But the 72 head 
which reached $10,000 represented a 
slightly smaller proportion (32.9 per cent) 
than the record 33.8 per cent which 
reached that level last year. 

When George Swinebroad has seen a 
buyer shake his head positively for the 
third or fourth time after being outbid 
in the market’s stratosphere, he is likely 
to remark, “Well. thank you for what 
you've done, ol’ pardner.” The Fasig- 
Tipton Company last week thanked ihe 
buyers for what they had done and pre- 
pared to move on to the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association’s sale at 
Del Mar on August 27 and 28. It was 
unlikely that even Del Mar would have 
a more eager market than Saratoga’s.

FAIR PLAY 


The strongest representative of the Matchem tail-male line 
in America is Fair Play from which descend all but one of 
that line’s 28 stakes winners of 1955. A prime source of 
stamina, Fair Play stands at the head of one of America’s 
three native male lines, the other two being headed by 
Domino and Ben Brush. Fair Play led the sire list three 
times and ranked among the top five sires eight times be- 
tween 1919-1927. 


Fair Play was bred by Maj. August Belmont at his Nursery 
Stud near Lexington, Ky., and was foaled in 1905. He was 
a good 2-year-old and but for Colin, was the top 3-year-old 
of his year. At 2, he won three of his 10 starts including 
the Montauk and Flash Stakes and was never worse than 
fourth. He followed the unbeatable Colin in the Futurity, 
Produce and Matron Stakes. At 3, Fair Play was third 
once and first or second in his other 15 starts. His most 
talked about race was the Belmont. It was run in a driving 
rainstorm which, until the horses reached the stretch, served 
as a curtain to drenched spectators huddled under the 
stands. The race chart reads: “At the furlong post Notter 
shook his whip at Colin and the colt came away quickly, 
but near the end he was eased up at the usual post, Notter 
thinking the race was over, and this mistake almost cost him 
the race. Fair Play ran a wonderfully game race and stood 
a long stretch drive in the most resolute fashion imaginable.” 


Trainer Max Hirsch, who stood in the paddock that rainy 
day to watch the saddling, says there was evidence of a 
bowed tendon half-way up Colin’s leg, before the race. Ac- 
cording to Hirsch, Notter said Colin was easing up when 
Fair Play closed with his tremendous rush and Colin 
changed stride as Netter shook him up to beat off the 
challenge by a neck. There was no mistake about the finish 
post, despite the many stories to the contrary. 

The Belmont was Colin’s last race and with him out of the 
way, Fair Play won seven of his remaining 12 starts that 
year, seven of which were run in track record times. His 


victories included the Brooklyn Derby (now Dwyer S.), Coney 
Island Jockey Club S., Lawrence Realization, First Special 
H., Jerome H., and the 1%-mile Municipal H. At 4, Fair 
Play was shipped to England where he was unsuccessful in 
six starts, finishing fourth in the Jubilee H., and Hare Park 
H. Either just before, or during, or as a result of his racing 
on grass in England, Fair Play developed an intense distrust 
of the turf. According to Miss Frances Kane whose family 
managed the horse at stud, Fair Play never could be exer- 
cised on the grass. A boy had to lead him to a road where 
he then could mount for his daily exercise. 

There were six stallions at Nursery Stud when Fair Play 
returned including Hastings (two-time leading sire) and 
*Rock Sand (whose daughters formed a fruitful nick with 
Fair Play), and only about 30 broodmares which accounts 
in part of Fair Play’s small books during his initial 
seasons. Remembered primarily for having sired the 
great Man o’ War, Fair Play sired numerous distinguished 
horses, his progeny’s average earnings index being 2.82 com- 
pared with his rival Broomstick’s 1.62. Fair Play was the 
first to sire as many as six $100,000 winners: Display, Man 
o’ War, Mad Hatter, Chance Shot, Mad Play, and Chance 
Play. Like St. Simon, three of his sons led the sire list: 
Chance Play (twice), Man o’ War, and Chatterton. Three- 
time leading broodmare sire, he was among the top five 10 
times between 1926-1938. 

At Maj. Belmont’s death in 1924, Joseph Widener purchased 
all of his breeding stock for $365,000. The following spring 
he held a dispersal and bid back Fair Play and others for 
$423,400. The dispersal realized $782,000. Thus for an 
actual cash outlay of $6,400, Widener got Fair Play (leading 
sire again in 1927), 17 mares, and the entire yearling crop 
which included Chance Shot. Fair Play died in his paddock 
at Elmendorf Dec. 16, 1929, and his grave, beside that of 
Mahubah, is marked by a life-size bronze statue which now 
stands on E. Barry Ryan’s Normandy Farm, formerly a por- 
tion of Elmendorf.
